THE KANSAS CITY INTERVIEW, 

In the interview above alluded to, 
in the Kansas City Journal, Captain 
paid: . 

‘‘Belore leaving New York, I became acquainted 
with a pumber of leading Irish agitators, among 
them John F, Kearney, who arranged the explo- 
si0n in the Caledonian railway station, at Glas- 
gow. Kearney biew up the station and part of the 
gas works in that city. Rewaris aggregating two 
thousand pounds, or $10,000 of our money, were 
offered by the British government, and by the 
gas company, and the Caledonian central railway, 
for the: apprehension .of Kearney, and he 
was obliged to esenpe to this county. Kearney 
had been formerly an employe of the latter com- 
pany. Phelan then proceeded to describe an at- 
tempt to blow up the steamship ‘‘The Queen,”’ by 
Kearney, infber docket in Liverpool, which at 
te1rnpt failed through an accident to the explosive 
appliances in Kearney’s possession. 

Phelan described the discovery that one of 
his companions on the voyage from New York 
to Europe was an English detective, who had 
probably been -put upon his track in New 
York, and incidentally, he said, he now knew 
that every out-going steamer from New York 
harbor is watched by English detectives; that 
they deg 2 agg © of Irish exiles, and are al- 
most as thick about Bowling Green as they 
are in London, Queenstown or Liverpool. 
This particular detective passed under the 
name of William Powers, which was the name 
Vhelen had himself arranged to assume while 
in British territory. Kearney’s plan 
to blow up the _ vessel failed, — be- 
cause the ship sent her passengers 
ashore on a tender, and did not go to the 
docks. Kearney was prevented from going 
below and arranging the appliance which was 
to explode the fifteen poundsof dynamite he 
had brought on board. The dynamite was 
found on the vessel ina quarter of an hour 
after the passengers landed. The agents of 
the steamship company had been notified from 
New York exactly where to look for it, and the 
interview is open to the construction that 
Phelan meant to convey the ideathat Kearney 
or some of his associates had betrayed the 
plot.

The Suicide of a Kank Oashier’s Brother- 
in-Law,. 

Crxcrxwati, O., January 9.—Henry M. 
Guild, late teller of the First National bank, 
committed suicide last night, at the residence 
of O. H. Tudor, his brother-in-law, cashier of 
the Union National bank at East Walnut Hills. 
He resigned his position at the bank last May, 
and bed not since found employment. This 
is enid to heve depressed his spirits, and led to 
his death. He was 42 years old and unmarried. 

Sr. Lovzs, January 9.—Major Charles B. 
Brady, until a week ago, subscription clerk in 
the Republican office, and weil known in Me- 
sonic and other orders, committed suicide late 
lest night at his home, shooting himself 
tbrough the head. He was in the army dur- 
ing the war,and served part of the time as 
one of McClellen’s body guards.

Eleven Persons Poisoned and One Dead 
From the Villainous Cempound, 

East Liverpoon, Obio, January 9.—A party 
at which eleven persons were present,was giv- 
en last night at the residence of Mr. Van f'as- 
gen, of this city. During the evening coffec 
was passed around, and soon after drinking it 
all beeame violently ill with: symptoms of 
poisoning. At the bottom of the coffee pot was 
found a paper of “rough on rats.” One of the 
victimes, a child, and a niece of Mr. Van Fas- 
sen, dicd at midnight, aud others are not ex- 
ected to live. From the fact that Miss~Annuie 
Van Fassen is not so sick as the others are,she 
is suspected of being the guilty person. A 
searching investigation is in progress, aud in- 
tense excitement prevails. The nazaes of the 
cther parties are not now obtainable. 
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CLUBS AND PISTOLS. 


THE ARGUMENTS OF REPUBLICAN- 
ISMIN OHIO, 


The Bascalities Developed by the Springer Investi< 
gation in Ohio—The Negroes Flourishing Pis- 
tols and Tsking Possession of the Town 
—The Importation of Negroes. 


Crxcixnati, January 9.—Before. Springer’s 
election investigating committee to-day, Al- 
derman Dufly, of the 8th ward, gave a graph- 
ie description of the scenes at B Precinct, in 
that ward.-He said the trouble began at 8 
o’clock, when acolored vote was challenged, 
and the judge proposed that he be taken to the 
place claimed as his residence. The colored 
deputy marshals -jumped from the curb into 
the street, where they tormed in line and 
pulled their revolvers, but they didnot shoot. 
The boys of the ward got 
pins and other clubs. The 
negroes slso armed themselves with clubs. 
After a little skirm ishing,the boys got close to 
the negroes, who opened fire. on them. The 
shots sounded like a bunch of firecrackers. 
Several men were wounded. A charge was 
made on the negroes, who fled. The witness 
said the negroes, early in the morning had 
possession of the polls, and voted as they 
pleased. Hesawa good deal of whispering 
going on between Butts, the supervisor of elec- 
tion and the negroes, just before the firing 
began. The witness created merriment by 
deseribing how the supervisor, who was in the 
house, whispered to the negroes on the side- 
walk. Hesaid: ‘Butts just leaned out of the 
window, and pulled one of the “‘coons” ears 
upto him.” Later he said he saw a colored 
man “walk politely toward the crowd at the 
polis, and when fifty feet away pulled 
bis pistol and let her go.’”’ Then, said the 
Witness, the boys took after thenegro, and as 
he suppesed put a head on him. 

» Chairman Springer rapped in vain for order 
during this recital. 

Barney Wicker, a resident 
described the same scenes. He 
not vote for fear of trouble. 
that although he had lived in 
Kentucky eight years, he had 
always voted here, as his property and busi- 
ness were here. He went to Kentucky on ac- 
ceunt of bis wife’s health, On cross-examin- 
ation he said he staid about the polls all day, 
end did not vote because he feared he would 
be chellenged, and that would cause trouble. 

Patrick Punch, city marshal of Mount Ster- 
ling, Ky., testified that he saw Richard Fore- 
mam and Samuel Cash, of Mount Sterling here 
on election day acting as deputy marshals. He 
was here himself to look for negroes from Ken- 
tucky, who might offer to vote. He found 
one such.

C.C. Mulligan, deputy marshal, testified 

that he and others received revolvers from 
Mershal Wright, and they were loaded.

A. O. Roberts, editor of the Falmouth, Ken- 
tucky, Democrat, testified that he organized a 
force of sixty-two men in 
Kentucky atthe instance of the democratic 
committee io come to. Cincinnati and wateh 
for colored Kentuckians who might come here 
to vote. His; men reported that they 
had spotted twenty-seven Kentucky negroes 
and had prevented them from voting. Only 
one had actually attempted to vote and he was 
not prosecuted. On cross-examination the 
witness said that fora week or more belore 
election, it was netorjous that many negroes 
were going to Cincinnati. The trains were 
well filled, hence the democrats got Kentuck- 
ians Who were ‘likely to know them, to come 
ond prevent them from voting. He could nét 
name one negro who came to Cincinnati. He 
was not very popular among the negroes, and 
knew the names of very few. He did not 
think the negro should vote in his present 
condition, and never would ask the vote of one 
for himself or friends. 
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THE ILLINOIS REPEATERS. 


Another Batch of Fraudulent Votes Lo- 
cated. 

Cnicaco, January 9.—The Daily News says: 
“It is now reasonably certain that enough 
votes were fraudulently returned from the 
second precinct of Norwood Park, to giveCar- 
ter Harrisor his majority of 103 in Cook coun- 
ty. The poll book and the tally sheet show 
2°25 to be the total number of votes cast, but 
less than 100 ofthe recorded ballots deposited 
are known to be legal voters of the precinct. 
On the night of the election the unofficial 
returns showed 107 democratic and 18 repub 
lican votes east. The official returns from a 
number of country precincts wexe delayed, in 
some cases several days, and when at last those 
of the second precinct of Norwood park, among 
others were ceceived, they showed an increase 
over the unollicial count of 100 votes, all on 
the democratic side, the republican vote re- 
maining the same as at first reported.”’ 
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DEFENDING ST. JOHN. 


The Nationa] Committee of the Prohibition- 
ists Stands by the Leader. 

New York, January 9.—At a meeting of the 
national committee of the prohibition party 
and seme of the voters who cast their ballots 
for St. John at the last election, in the Mur- 
ray Hill hotel, eighteen delegates, represent- 
ing as many states, were present. Mr. John 
Bb. Finch, ef Nebraska, presided. 

{r. Fineh characterized the national league 
for the suppression of the liquor trailic, which 
was recently formed in Boston, as @ partisan 
organization. None but rabid Biaine politi- 
cians, he said, had been invited to its secret 
meetings. If temperance men, irrespective 
of political opinions, had been invited, the re- 
cult would ‘have been different. They would 
have decided to have an independent party— 
the party of prohibition. 

Mr. Finch said the report that St. John had 
received money for remaining in the field as a 
candidate for the presidency was absolutely 
false. “Injustice to Mr. Barnum, of the dem- 
oeratic committee,’’ Mr. Finch eontinued, ‘I 
will declare that Mr. Barnumtold the truth 
when he said that he did not, either directly 
or indirectly, by letter or speech, aid the pro- 
hibition party. We did not receive the slight- 
est assistance from the democrats.”’ 
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An Ex-Senator in an Insane Asylum, 

PortLaNnp, Oregon, January 9.—Ex-United 
States Senator J. W. Nesmith, the Pacific 
coast pioneer, who was in the senate from this 
state during the war, is still confined in the 
Oregon insane asylum. His condition is rath- 
er worse than usual, and itis now doubted 
that he will ever recover. His insanity 
wes caused by domestic trouble and 
oecurred about two months ago. 
He was an intimate friend of Charles Sumner. 
Tie was elected to the senate as a deniocrat,and 
when the southern confederacy was formed, 
General Albert E. Johnston insisted on the 
formation of a Pacific confederacy, He and 
other democrats called a conference and let 
Nesmith iato the secret, thinking that he 
would join them, instead of which he went to 
Washiugton and told the scheme, and an- 
nounced his strong intention of remaining 
with the union. ee

M’DONALD’S IDEAS. 


Cleveland and the Civil Service---Attitude 
of the Seuth, 


CurcaGo, January 9.—Ex-Senator McDonald, 
of Indigna, who hes been in the city on law 
business, by a coincidence, occupied a neigh- 
nti panier at the Palmer house to that oc- 
cupied by ex-Governor Hendricks. Mr. M-- 
Denald said, when asked what he thought 
of Mr. Cleveland, that he was a man of a good 
deal of what was called vis inertia. He did 
not show foo much obstinacy, but a spifit 
tempered with sound judgment. 

‘‘What do you think Mr. Cleveland will do 
when he gets in office?’” Mr. McDonald was 
asked. 

_ “T take it,’ he replied, “that Mr. Cleveland 
is a democrat, and in his administration he 
will navigate by democratic landmarks,” 

‘‘How about the civil service law?” 

“Well, I wouldn’t have voted for that law if 
I had beén in congress.” 

“Why?” 

“For a variety of reasons. For instance, 
there is the principle underlying the law of 
perpetuity in office, and to that I object. It 
is not according tothe genius of our institu- 
tions. It goes back too much to British models, 
and necessarily carries with it in tinte a civil 
list of pensioners.” 

“But, having the law, what would you do?” 

“I believe it is the duty of the executive to 
eu foree it,’”’ 

“And you “believe Mr. Cleyeland will en- 
force it?” 

“Yes; I believe he will. The constitution 
enjoins on the president, as one of his chief 
duties, that hetake care that the laws are 
carefully executed.” 

ATTITUDE OF THE SOUTH. 

“What about the south and its cry ?’’ 

“I don’t think the clamors from the south 
will be very much different from those of 
any other section. I think the 
great pressure upon the adminis- 
tration Will particularly be at its beginning, 
but 1 don’t think, as | say, that the clamors 
from the south will be any greater than those 
from other sections, and I don’t think the 
claims ofthesouth will be recognized or dis- 
criminated against to any degree greaterthan is 
done toward the people of any other section. I 
speak, remember, from what Mr. Cleveland 
has said, and because he spoke asthe repre- 
sentative of the democratic party. As to the 
negro question which you bring up, I will say 
that Lexpect less discrimination with refer- 
ence toclass or color, and greater freedom 
generally so far asthe federal government is 
concerned, I. think, regarding legislation 
upon such a question, that this is one of those 
cases in Which negative action by the federal 
government is better than positive action.”

A TRAIN WRECKED 


The Crime Deliberate, and Two Lives 
Lost, 

FARMINGDALE, January 9.—The Deer Park 
accommodation train, which. left Hunter’s 
Point at 5:35. last night, on the Long lalsnd 
railroad, was derailed at Berthpage junction, 
one mile weet of here. The locomotive was 
upset and the engineer, Henry Burtsell, aud 
the fireman, ‘Joseph Dotzell, falling under it, 
were crushed and sealded. Burtsell was dead 
when taken out. His body was terribly man- 
gled. Dotzell was alive, but his injuries caus- 
ed his death after he reached the hospital in 
Brooklyn.

RAILROAD CONTROL. 


THE SENATE ON THE INTER-STATE 
COMMERCE BILL. 


A Long Debate on the Right of the Government te 
Rezu ate Commerce Between the States 
Through a Commission—Mr. Garlend 
Opposes the Idea of Congress. 


WasHINGTON, January 9.—In the senate, Mr. 
Cameron, of Pennsylvania, from the commit- 
tee on naval affairs, reported favorably and 
the senate passed the bill directing the trans- 
fer of one of the vessels of the Greely relief 
expedition to the treasury department for a 
revenue cutter, for use in the water in Alaska, 
and authorizing the retention of the other 
two for use in the navy as surveying vessels 
or otherwise.. In submitting the report Mr. 
Cameron said the revenue cutter now in Alas- 
ka was insufficient tor the purposes of the 
government, 

Mr. McPherson inquired whether there was 
any intention on the part of the government 
to return to Engiand the government ship 
sarc d by the latter government to the 

nited States, for the purpose fof the Greely 
relief expedition. 

Mr. Cameron replied that he was not in- 
formed on that point, but under the law, as it 
would stand without the passage of this, to 
sell allthe ships forming part of the relief 
expedition. 

Mr, Jackson, from the committee on pen- 
sions, reported favorably, withort amend- 
ment, the bill yestesday introduced by Mr. 
Allison, comprising the legislative provisions 
of the pension appropriation biil recently 
passed by the house of representatives. Mr. 
Jackson said he would call the bill up to- 
morrow. 

Mr. Slater called up the Oregon Central land 
forfeiture bill, which has been in abeyance, 
subject to Morgan’s motion to reconsider. 

Mr. Morgan said he had learned from 
some of the senators whe 
voted against his proposed amendment, that 
they bad so voted, not from opposition to the 


‘principle covered by the amendment, but be- 


cauee they did not think the amendment nec- 
essary under the special circumstances of the 
Oregon Central case. He then withdrew his 
motion to reconsider. The bill, therefore, 
stands passed as amended by the senate. It 
now goes to the house of representatives. 

The senate proceeded to the consideration 
ot bills upon its calendar. After a debate 
without result onthe bill for private relief, 
the senate resumed consideration ofthe in- 
terstate commerce bill. 

Mr. Garland called up the house bill on the 
same subject, with a view, he said, of moving 
te recommit the senate bill, with all its pro- 
wored amendments, together with the 
“ use bill, tothe committee on railroads for 
inrther consideration. The house bill was 
read by its title, and Mr. Garland addressed 
he senate on the subject matter. He directed 
his argument principally against the commit- 
tee’s proposition. Admitting that congress itself 
might regulate inter-state commerce, where 
did we find the power in congress to delegate 
its power toacommission? Delegated power 
couid pot be sub-delegated. Congress could 
not divest itself of its legislative power and 
hand it over toany commission. It was un- 
he : ra « f that le gislative power should be del- 
egated. The powers lodged in the commission 
were extraordinary and Mr. Garland asked 
the senators to pause and seriously consider the 
bill ot only geve the commission legisla- 
tive but judicial power. It seemed to him 
that the courts were competent to deal with 
the questions involved, and if they were not 

ediction could be enlarged. He 
the bill just passed by the house of 
. better measure than any otf 
roposed in the senate. The 
1] defined what was wanted and did 
not leave it to any subordinate ofiicer or com- 
mission. Itdid not delegate the power of 
congress-to any other body, and so it left the 
matter within constitution. The ques- 
tion of what vas state commerce 
and what interstate commerce, was a very 
difficult one sometimes to decide. The great 
danger in a clash between the states 
severally and the United States arose on this 
very question. He believed that greater pro- 
gress would now be maae by recommitting all 
the bills, and he proposed amendments to the 
committee, who could consider them and re- 
port promptiy to the senate. 

After further debate, participated in by 
Messrs. Bayard, Dawes, Cullom, Harrison, 
Ingalls, Slaton, Maxey and Jonés of Florida, 
the motion to recommit was rejected by a vote 
of 18 to 24, 

Mr. Cullom said that when, after discussion, 
the senate bill should be perfected, he would 
move to amend the house bill by substituting 
the senate bill for it. 

Mr. Wilson’s amendment, making it unlaw- 
ful for railroads to discriminate against locali- 
ties and individuals, was added to the bill. 

Mr. Vance preposed an amendment, mak- 
ing it unlawful for railroads to charge small 
shippers higher rates than large shippers. The 
subject to which the bill related, he said, con- 
stituted the coming question in American 
politics for the next twenty years. It may be, 
a temporary measure, but some-} 
thing was necessary. The public 
were not willing to commit 
the commerce of the country for all time to the 
greed and cupidity of railroads, without en- 
deavoring to protect themselves against extor- 
tion. He acknowledged that difficulties sur- 
rounded the subject, buta beginning had to be 
made. There was noreason why the railroads 
should not be as popular as tney were neces- 
sary. They were public servants, and were no 
more justified in charging a-poor man ora 
small shipper more for service rendered him 
than was charged foralike service to a rich 
man oralarge shipper. It would be like the 
case of a judge who should fee! justified in im- 
posipg a light penee on aman who was of- 
ten in court, because he was a wholesale offen- 
der, and imposing a heavy penalty on a man 
who was honest enough to 
be occasionally brought into 
court. Mr. Vance thought that however grave 
the difficulties of governmental supervising of 
railroeds may be, those difficulties would be 
overcome, as the genius of the race had always 
been equal to the redress of every grievance 
that had pressed upon them. " 

Mr. Georgesupported Mr. Vance’s amend- 
ment. Unless we were prepared to say thata 
difference in wealth among men justified a 
difference in charges, the amendment was 
right. The argument that it was prepeeveis 
ately more expensive to carry small shipments 
then large ones, was an argument not permis- 
sible to railroads, since they did not pretend

vices had nothing to do with railroad charges. 
Mr. George spoke at length upon the inevita- 
ble tendeney of industry to concentration, and 
the severity with which that tendency beara 
on the weaker and poorer portion of the com- 
munity,and while this tendency was undoubt- 
ediy the result of fundamental economic laws, 
vet buman laws were the instrumentality of 
its expression, and human laws could regulate 
and direct it for the good of society. If the 
proposed amendment were adopted, small en- 
terprises would be encouraged, and an impetus 
given to the efloris of energetic men, who do 
not happen to have large capital.

Other banks assured the 
people that the failmre of the Bank of Augusta 
would effect no other bank in Augusta, and when 
the depositcrs were reassurred by the statement 
that they were preferred creditors, and would get 
doller for dolier, they too, quieted down. 

HOW THE FAILURE CAME ABOUT. 

The failure of this bank is no surprise, as its de-

The notes of the bank 
in New York were also due for nearly one hun-

Weldon Thompson, colored, cut Bill Hicks, col- 
ored, with a razor on the left arm, The gash was 
five inches long and penetrated tothe bone. He 
was also cut on the left cheek, near the mouth. 
This happened at a party in Walton county, at Mr. 
Berry Bostick’s. Dr. Long administered the proper 
surgical aid. 

The Warienton Clipper says that Mr. O L. Wil- 
hoit, a leading farmer, residing about one mile 
from town, by a well-directed shot, saved himself 
from a violent death on Monday morning of last 
week. Anégro by the name of David Coleman 
haé been living on his place about eight years, 
evd this year came out in debt. Mr. Wilhoit 
offered to keep him another year and allow him to 
work out his indebtedness, but the negro refused 
all the terms that were made him. Seeing thatit 
was the latter’s it tention to leave, Mr. Wilhoit in- 
formed him that none of his effects should be 
taken from the place until he had canceled his 
iudebtedness. Coleman paid no attention to 
this, but was moving off, Mr. Wil- 
hoit appeared end ordered the negroes 
in charge of the wagons to leave the premises. At 
this juncture Coleman picked upanax that was 
lying in the yard and approached Mr. Wilhoitina 
threatening manner. The latterdrew his pistol 
and told the negroto drop thejaxor he would 
shect him. Not{heeding the warning, Coleman 
continued to advance, and when in about six feet 
of Mr. Wilhoit madea sudden spring with the ax 
uplifted. Atthis crisis Mr. Wilhoit discharged his 
pistol and Coleman fell, the ball entering his 
shoulder near the neck. The shot will produce 
death. Thephysicians in attendance are unable 
to trace the direction taken by the ball.

The New York Sun is correct when it says 
that ‘‘the latest effort of the whisky men to 
postpone the payment of the ‘natured tax 
has some curious aspects.’ 

Those aspects are more interesting than 
curious. As a matter of fact they are very 

ortét; thowingthat, as the republican 
party is about to retire from the control of 
affairs, those who represent itin an ofiicial 
capacity do not hesitate to succumb to cor- 
rupt influences in order to defeat the will of 
the people. 

Editor Dana tersely remarks that ‘the 
more daylight there is on this matter the 
less likelihood ofascandal.’’

OKLAHOMA. 


Many people in the olderstates are await- 
ing the opening of the Indian territory or a 
portionof it to settlement. Oklahoma has 
no Jegal existence, because congress refused 
in 1873 to turn the entire district set apart 
for the Indians into a territory under the 
conirol of congress. The proposed territory 
wae to be called Oklahoma. What is now 
known asthe Oklahoma country may be 
described as the central western portion of 
the Indian territory, a part which has not 
been assigned to any tribe of Indians. Part 
of this fertile, well-timbered, gently undu- 
lating section was originally imecluded in a 
grant to the Ailantic and Pacific railroad, 
but the Jand granted on certain conditions 
has been restored to the public domain. 
There is no more inyiting agricultural lands 
in the country. 3 

Very naturally this fertile section excites 
the land-grabbing propensities Of the people 
of Kansas and otiier states, but particularly 
of southern Kansas. Captain Payne at the 
head of hundreds of Oklahoma ‘‘boomers”’ 
mede several efforts to squat upon and hold 
portions of the coveted _ territory, 
and force had _ to be employed 
in one or  twojinstances to keep the 
home.of the Indians free of jwhites. Payne 
died in the course of nature, and one Couch, 
also a citizen of Kansas, became his successor. 
Cofleeville, on the Kansas border, is the head- 
quarters of the colonization movement, but 
Couch and a number of followers are now 
onthe spot in the Oklahoma eountry. General 
Hatch with a large force has been dispatched 
to secure the removal of the squatters beyond 
the lines of the Indian territory: Couch has 
not led his main force over the Kansas bor- 
der. He has simply ¢arried over an experi- 
mental body, who propose to resist all at- 
tempts toremove them except in the form of 
legally’ served writs of the United States 
courts. If the writs -are wanting, they will 
yie!d only to force. General Hatch will doubt- 
less be able to eject Couch and his men, but 
when Couch starts again he proposes to go as 
the whites went into Black Hills—in such 
overwhelming numbeys that the government 
will be apt to wait supon congress, in which 
quarter a change of policy favorable to the 
settlement is hoped for. As Kansas and 
Missouri sympathize with the “boomers,” a 
conflict of serious proportions between col- 
onists and the United States troops is by no 
meerns an 
The policy of the government should there- 
fore }¢ clearly defined, and steps 
taken to  preyent ‘a_ collision. The 
Couchites look to the next congress for relief, 
und the next congress fshould therefore take 

stand and compelall toabide-by its de- 

sion. 

The Indian territory, all told, contains 
about 10,000 square miles more than Missouri 
’ does, or 68,901 square miles, The allotments 
to the Indians foot up 37,946 square miles, 
One-half of the territory, therefore, lies idle; 
and on the half assigned to tribes and rem- 
nants of tribes, there are less than one hun- 
dred thousand Indians, who cultivate less 
than 300,000 acres of land, although they hold 

15,000,000 acres. The Indians include the 
Cherokees, Choctaws, Creeks, Seminoles, 
Chickasaws, Quapaws, Osages, Kaws, Kiowas, 
Shawnees, Comanches, Apaches, (heyennes, 
Peorias, * Kaskaskias, Weas, Plankishans, 
Miamis, Ottawas, Wyandottes, Senecas, Kee- 
chies, Wacoes, Tawacanies, Caddoes, lonies, 
Delawares, Modocs, Kickapoos and Arapa- 
hoes. Some of these tribes number less than 
fifty, and many of them are coniined to the 
hundreds,

A NOTABLE case has just come to an end in New 
York.

Iwill say, however, with a 
great deal of confidence, that not a man on the 
line of the road will lose a single dollar. Ev- 
ery cent will be paid. All the company wants 
is time.’’ 

“What will you do ip reference to the Geor- 
gia receiver?” 

“What cen we do? He has taken charge 
through the force ot the sheriff. We cannot 
put him out by force. We are law-abiding 
people and will apres) to the courts to say 
who is receiver and who is not. A very great 
injury to the property is worked by having 
the Jong line of-road cut in two in the mid- 
dle.” 

“Does the appointment of the Georgia re- 
ceiver interfere with your plans?”> } — 

“Very greatly. I have had six years’ ex- 
perience as a receiver of the Nortolk and Wes- 
tern railroad, and I brought that line safely 
through the crash.

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JUDGE WM. J. WHALING DEAD, 


A Gentleman {Well Known in Atlanta, 
a Landmark in Insurance, Dies Suddenly. 
Judge William J. Whaling, a gentleman 

well known in Atlanta, died in the hotel at 

Eatonton yesterday morning, and his remains 

passed through Atlanta last night en route to 

Chicago. 

Judge Whaling has;been the general agent for 

the Hartford insurance company for nearly 50 

years and for the past five years has had his 


headquarters in Atlanta. He has past a great 
deal of his time in Atlanta and has madea 
great many friends. One day last week he 
left Atlanta for a trip through the south, and 
on Wednesday lastarrived in Eatonton. That 
night he cecupied a room alone in 
the hotel. The room was 
ltghted by a lamp and warmed by a wood fire, 
aud when Judge Whaling was shown to his 
room he was in as happy a humor as he could 
be. The next morning about 8 o’clock a ser- 
vant entered the room and found the gentle- 
man lying upon the floor with his head on 
the hearth near the fireplace. 
He was in an unconscious condition, and 
when the servant gave the alarm those who 
responded found that the gentleman had a 
bed burn on the back of the head. 
There was evidence of life and 
those who were in the “room 
caused a physician to be called. The physi- 
clan 800n succeeded in restoring the gentle- 
man to consciousness, and then he stated that 
during the night he awoke feeling quite bad, 
and arose to make alight. There was some 
fire in the fire place, and 
8 he got out of bed 
he was seized with an attack of vertigo, to 
which he was subject. He fell with his head 
in the fire, but in an instant his senses re- 
turned. He realized his danger, but was 
unable to move himselt. He called loudly for 
help several times, but no one responded, 
and finally he relapsed into in- 
sensibility. The physicians did all they could 
for the unfortunate gentleman.
